Ban outright possession of certain firearms and 
dangerous weapons. 
Exempt from coverage would be law enforcement 
officers, armed forces personnel and national guardsmen 
while on duty, antique firearms and other weapons 
possessed as curios, ornaments for their historical 
significance.

Bucking Horses Top Attraction 


Two days remain before the 
1968 Jaycee Boot heel Rodeo 
opens and the excitement of 
watching a cowboy riding a 
bronc, bull and sometimes the 
seat of his pants appear. 
Thursday night at 8 p.m. 
is when the 1968 edition of the 
Rodeo makes its debut with 
Festus Haggen serving as the 
star. 
Maybe someday, a story will 
be written about one of the 
bucking horses you will view 
Thursday through Sunday. 
Bucking horses have a way, 
som etim es, 
of 
capturing 
a 
p erso n ’s 
fancy 
- 
including 
feminine writers. 
The following story is about 
an outlaw no one could ride. 
Dorothy Dancker, formerly with 
the 
South 
Dakota 
Highway 
Publicity 
Department, 
delved 
into this animal's colorful career 
and wrote: 
To residents of split - level 
suburbia, a horse is something 
that carried Matt Dillon across 
the television wasteland. The 
idea of building a monument to 
one that had the disposition of a 
dyspeptic wolverine is beyond 
the pale of all understanding - 
except to a rodeo buff. 
Tipperary was no Citation, 
though he did earn a little 
money, 
and 
nobody 
would 
compare him with kindly Black 
Beauty. He went after every 
would-be river with the plain 
intention of wiping cowboys 
from the face of the earth. 
But in spite of (or rather 
because 
o f) 
his 
antisocial 
tendencies, Tipperary is one of 
the few bucking broncs in the 
w orld 
to 
have 
monuments 
erected in their honor. 
The “Tipperary” monument 
in Buffalo, S.D., pays homage to 
the horse that for 10 years took 
on the beat in the West and 
retired a champion. 
To 
the 642 residents of 
Buffalo, horses are still a way of 
life. 
Local 
ranchers 
take 
rodeo-ing as seriously as a New 
York 
cabbie 
takes 
baseball. 
Actually, Buffalo couldn't care 
leas 
if its monument seems 
slightly incongruous. Its main 
street looks like the setting for 
“High Noon” and those boots 
and Stetsons aren’t for show - 
th e y ’re 
p ra ctic a l 
working 
equipment. 
Tipperary was born some 50 
years 
ago 
in 
the 
ruggedly 
beautiful “jumping off” country 
along the little Missouri in 
northwestern South Dakota. 
What set Tipperary off on 
his one-horse campaign to rid 
the world of rodeo riders isn’t 


known. 
He was a handsome 
animal, probably the reason he 
didn’t end up as dog food when 
his visious temper made him 4-F 
during the first world war when 
horses were being “drafted” for 
the calvary and as pack animals. 
Many great riders had their 
chance 
on 
Tipperary. 
They 
cam e, 
th e y 
saw ,. . . . but 
Tipperary always conquired. His 
list 
of victims reads like a 
“Who’s Who” of rodeo riders of 
the postwar era. He had several 
owners during his early years, 
but apparently none recognized 
his potential. 
Two saloon keepers won him 
in a poker game and hired the 
best cowboy in the area, Ed 
Marty of Camp Crook, to “top 
him off.” The battle was a 
public affair; Tipperary stood 
quietly 
while Marty gingerly 
settled into the saddle. Touched 
on a flank with a spur, the big 
bay 
unwound 
like 
a coiled 
spring. 
Marty landed in the dust, and 
Tipperary pounded off across 
the cactus flats. Marty sat up 
and spat, then ruefully started to 
sing the popular song of the day, 
“It’s a Long Way to Tipperary.” 
The name stuck and followed 
the outlaw to his grave. 
Again 
Tipperary 
changed 
hands. This time his owner, 
Charlie Wilson, had a hunch the 
horse might be worth something 
so he put together a bucking 
string and started onthe rodeo 
circuit. Even without benefit of 
the news media, the horse’s fame 
spread as his particularly vicious 
sty le 
o f 
bucking 
and 
his 
lightning speed piled would - be 
rides into the dust. 
Eventually 
hit 
reputation 
grew until cowboys refused to 
ride him when they drew his 
name for the day’s competition. 
T ip p era ry 
then 
became 
a 
featured attraction with a purse 
to go to the rider who managed 
to 
h a n g 
on. 
T he 
song 
" T i p p e r a r y ” 
a l w a y s 
accompanied the outlaw into the 
arena. 
Sam 
Brownell, 
one-time 
champion cowboy, now retired 
and living in Belle Fourche, S.D., 
w as 
T ip p e ra ry ’s 
m anager 
through his long career. “ Riding 
a bucking horse in those days 
wasn’t anything like you see 
now,” he said. “ Back then a 
cowboy had to ride a horse until 
it quit. None of this eight-second 
and then a bell stuff.” 
B row nell 
still 
becomes 
incensed 
a t 
w rite rs 
who 
a tte m p te d 
to 
“whitewash” 
Tipperary. “They tried to tell 
people that Tipperary was a 


good horse, just mean only when 
he was performing. But that just 
isn’t so,” he claims. “I worked 
with that horse for years, and I 
knew him. You could feel him, 
pet him and he’d be your best 
buddy until you blinked an eye. 
Then he’d try to kick your head 
off while you weren’t looking.” 
Brownell is one of a handful 
of men who ever rode Tipperary. 
“I'll admit that it was just luck,” 
he said. “H iat was the toughest 
battle I ever fought. He had me 
unseated the first couple of 
jumps, but he changed directions 
as I was going off and I landed 
back in the saddle. When the ride 
was over, he had bucked more 
than 400 yards . . . . ” 
Eventually the horse passed 
his prime and a few riders 
managed 
to 
stay 
on. 
Then 
tipperary was retired to the 
green pastures of his colthood. 
A few years later, by popular 
demand, Tipperary was brought 
back for an appearance at the 
Belle 
Fourche 
rodeo. 
Head 
down, the shaggy old horse 
stumbled into the arena, but as 
the band struck up “Tipperary,” 
he lifted his head and pranced to 
the exit. It was his last public 
appearance. During the winter of 
1934, a prairie blizzard caught 
him away from shelter. 
His 
bones, picked clean by coyotes, 
were found the next spring. 
Tipperary was buried with 
honors at a roadside park. A 
mark of the high esteem that his 
fighting spirit had won was a 
monument 
erected 
some 
20 
years later. And a city park was 
dedicated 
to the home-town 
hero. In 1957, Buffalo built a 
new rodeo arena and it was 
nam ed, 
naturally, 
Tiperrary 
Arena.

A comprehensive state weapons control law has been 
drafted 
by 
a committee of the Council of State 
Governments for consideration by legislatures. 
Missouri legislators should take note. 
Some legislation pending in Congress providing for 
federal registration of firearms and licensing of users 
would not be effective in states whose own licensing 
requirements met specified federal standards. 
These would include provisions for training in the use 
of firearms, means for identifying would - be licenses, and 
inegiligility of some persons to obtain licenses. 
A summary of the proposed state weapons act: 
Require an indentication card for gun owners and 
users. 
Establish procedures to identify gun purchasers. 
Require a waiting period between application and 
receipt of the identification card.

cards persons 
suffering from a physical or mental defect or illness, 
persons addicted to narcotics or excessive use of alcohol 
and persons convicted of crimes, of violence. 
Require a showing of need for a person seeking 
permission to carry a hand gun. 
Establish a central state registry of guns. 
Require licensing of gun dealers, manufacturers and 
wholesalers. 
Afford judicial review of administrative action under 
the law. 
Ban outright possession of certain firearms and 
dangerous weapons. 
Exempt from coverage would be law enforcement 
officers, armed forces personnel and national guardsmen 
while on duty, antique firearms and other weapons 
possessed as curios, 
ornaments for their historical 
significance. 
The federal government always fills the void where 
states fail to act. 
The Council of State Governments has come forward 
commendably with sensible gun control legislation that 
will maintain states rights in this field and which would 
not interfere with possession and use of guns by 
responsible persons.
